4) Fibers per Claims 11-15, having core and fins shape and obtain by process with 
catalyst of reaction product (2) 

5) Fibers per Claims 16-17, having triangular shape and obtain by process with catalyst 
of mixture (1) 

6) Fibers per Claims 16-17, having triangular shape and obtain by process with catalyst 
of reaction product (2) 
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2. Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election.

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6) Fibers per Claims 16-17, having triangular shape and obtain by process with catalyst 
of reaction product (2) - Claims 1-6 and 16-17 

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding 
special technical features for the following reasons: 

Fibers with different cross-sections obtained by process with catalyst, comprising 
phosphorous compounds of different chemical structures of Formula III and Formula IV.
